One of the outstanding lessons taught 
mankind was that there la absolutely 
no limit to the amount of work to be 
done In this world, or to the amount 
of business to bo developed. The truth 
Is that over production Is Inconceiva¬ 
ble. The purchasing power of every

Tliere 
is a teiidam^y to turn up soils in a 
cloudy condition in the fall, hut 
the wetting and drying^ and Ireez- 
ing and thawing proc'esses during 
the winter will render the cUmIh 
Iriahie. 

Fach clod is held in that con¬ 
dition due to the equal distribution 
of gluey substances which when 
wet makes the soil sticky and when 
dry, clo<ldy. Tlie wetting process 
redistrihutes th<‘ gluey material, so 
that there are mauy centres of con- 
centrution in the mass. As tlie 
water evaporates there is a compe¬ 
tition set up between these centres 
for the water, this competition re¬ 
sults in a development of lines of 
weakness or cracks in the clod; 
these cracks then become filhKl 
with water, the water freezes, ex¬ 
pands then thaws and relaxes, this 
pr<K:es8 repeattKl a number of times 
acts as a lever which breaks the 
clod apart. These processes during 
the winter are I'esponslble fur the 
melloN^ing of the clods so tliut in
